Movement of vegetables from 
tBe Everglades section of the 
county this Week broke all rec- 
ords for the season, topping last 
week's movement. by 13 cars with 
a total of 371 cars for the 7-day 
period ending Wednesday. Beans 
totaled 303 cars, tomatoes 46, 
mixed vegetables 14, cabbage 5 
and ‘one car each of celery, corn 
and eggplant. 

The heavy bean movement, 
principally from Belle Glade, has 
been surpassed only once in the 
region, 349 solid cars of beans hav- 
ing rolled in the week ending May 
4 last, year. 

Coincident with the heavy ine 
crease of carlot shipments, prices 
sagged toa low level, dropping 
from around 90 cents a hamper 
the first of the week to as low as 
45 cents a few days later. Active 
sales the latter part of last week 
have declined and buyers predict 
that few beans will be picked next 
week except for spot sales at low 
prices. : 

Many tomato packing houses 
have closed this week and the 172 
cars rolled since the season open- 
ed last month, is said by packers 
to represent the bulk of the crop. 
The tomato movement for the re- 
gion was seriously cut by flooding: 
rains in the Canal Pofnt-Pahokeo.

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Legion Purchases Beeves 
For State Convention 
For Huge Barbecue 


Seven hundred fifty dollars 
‘Worth of, beeves will be quartered 
and cooked 30 hours over a 160- 
foot trench to serve 5,000 Florida 
Legionnaires on the first day of 
the annual department convention 
of the American Legion at Gaines- 
ville June 7, 8 and 9. 

The money spent for beeves, ac- 
cording to G. M. Strickland, chair- 
man of the committee for barbe- 
cue, will buy about 50 animals, all 
of which will be purchased from 
farmers who live near Gainesville 
so that transportation expense 
will not be an item. 

Forty-five men working in two 
shifts will barbecue the meat in 
whole quarters. 

The trench, two feet deep and 
about five feet wide, will be cov- 
ered by small-mesh woven wire. 
Strickland estimates that 50 cords 
of oak wood will be burned. 

‘Three hundred loaves of sliced 
bread, 350 pounds of coffee, 50 
gallons of dill pickles, and 100 
gallons of barbecue sauce, at a 
cost of about $250, Strickland 
said, will make up the trimmings. 


Chevrolet Foundry Sets 
All-Time Pouring Record 


SAGINAW, Mich, May 10.— 
"The Chevrolet gray {ron foundry, 
largest in America, has set a new 
all-time record by pouring in a 
single day 2,152 tons of molten 
metal in the making of castings 
for Chevrolet passenger cars and 
trucks, it was announced here. 

During the last month, the av- 
erage daily tonnage has been 1 
787, and the hourly tonnage is be- 
ing further stepped up to meet 
the increasing demands of car’and 
truck production, which totaled 
over 410,000 in April 

Shipments of castings for cylin- 
der blocks, pistons, clutch and 
transmission housings, carbure- 
tors, and other foundry products, 
In March alone, totaled 32,752 tons. 

The foundry is now working day 
and night, with two batteries of 
12 cupolas in action. The heavy 
duty machinery, such as the con- 
veyor lines on which the moulds 
progress from start to pouring 
and on through the cooling pe- 
riods, is installed in duplicate to 
provide for continuous pouring;

acre of rhubarb which would pro- 
duce 20 tons to the acre and he 
could sell the rhubarb at 25 cents 
a pound, that,by planting 20 acres 
he could make stíll more money— 
on paper. By loading the produce 
on a truck and hauling if to New 
York, a large profit was figured— 
on paper. 

It develops, however, that the 
Clewiston farmer did not bave an 
acre of rhubarb which he could 
load onto & truck and haul to New 
York to sell for a profitable price.
